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THE BELLS OF BEAUJOLAIS” 

On Thursday evening, May 6, at the Savoy theatre, the 
students of Northfield High school are to present the operetta, 
“The Bells of Beaujolais,” under the direction of Mrs. Whitney. 
From the spirit manifested by all at the daily rehearsals now in 
progress, the affair promises to be one of unusual interest. 

The operetta itself is one of the most popular high school 
operettas of the present day. The music is written by a well 
known composer, Louis Adolphe Coerne; and the libretto, by 
David Stevens, author of several well-known librettos. 

The action of the play takes place on an imaginary island 
near the coast of Normandy, ruled by the Duke of Beaujolais 
(Lane Cross). An American party arrive at the time that a 
spring festival is in progress on the island ; and, immediately upon 
their arrival, the men of the party become fascinated by the 
French maids. Tony (Albert Fraser and Larry (Henry John- 
son) are captivated by the two French maids, Yvonne and 
Susette, (Barbara Beattie and Maxine Mack). Bender (Leo 
Rabidou) is a rich American widower who finds himself hope- 
lessly entangled with the Countess Marie (Jocelyn Brownlee). 
Aunt Sarah (Helen Towne) is an American widow, — and, 
incidentally, Bender’s sister. Becoming enraged at Bender’s 
seeming carelessness and the Duke’s ever increasing attentions 
Aunt Sarah and the two American girls, Phyllis and Belle 
(Isabelle Neilson and Madeline Snow) exchange costumes with 
the Duchess and the two French Maids. A quandary follows. 
TheDuke, under the impression that he is making love to 
Aunt Sarah, is dismayed on finding that it is the Countess Marie 
in Aunt Sarah’s costume. However, the play ends happily 
for all, and the American party prepare for the homeward 
journey. 

Others in the cast are Francis Chase as Pierre, a Norman 
juggler traveling with a troupe; James Morrill as Chicot, a 
noted wrestler; Robert Steele as Harkins, the solemn valet 
of Bender; and Priscilla Davis as Fantine, a maid to the 
Countess. 

The play, with its picturesque portrayal of a gala Norman 
festival and garden party combined with the bright and catchy 
songs, will present, without doubt, a very delightful and charm- 
ing entertainment for an evening’s diversion.

Graduates of the commercial department of Northfield High 
School have been found qualified to accept responsible clerical 
positions without further business training, which fact has 
placed our high school on a high rating in the business world.

In addition to the regular high school subjects, algebra, 
geometry, English and French, the following are taught in the 
commercial department: stenography, typewriting, bookkeep- 
ing, commercial airthmetic, and commercial law. 

There are fourteen typewriters in this school, which equals 
more than some of the larger schools have. These machines 
are exchanged every three years for new ones. Thus no student 
is forced to use a worn-out machine. A special feature in the 
commercial work was introduced last year, typewriting to 
music. This relieved the monotony and helped stimulate the 
interest of many indifferent students who, now lured on by the 
rhythm, have been able to overcome their awkwardness at the 
keys. Besides this, it aids in securing an evenness of touch, 
desired by so many typists. 

Besides the regular school work much typewriting has been 
done for the townspeople. During the past year the students 
have done work for the following organizations: The Woman’s 
Club, The Northfield Co-operative Creamery, The Fish and 
Game Club. This work is enjoyed by the students, for it 
is a means of practical application.
